Shortly after the war started 
on December 7, he was engaged 
in riveting a large plane and did a 
bad job. W'hen an inspection waa 
made, it was found that his tools 
were rough The FBI said that 
Ceiler admitted 
roughening the 
tools with a file, but declined to 
give any reason to explain his ac­ 
tion. 
Discharged by the San

Attacks Against Japanese In 
Aleutians And Action With 
Allies In Africa Cited 


WASHINGTON, July 7—Just 
©even months after the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor, the pat­ 
tern of America’s fighting contri­ 
bution in the battle against the 
axis powers today is emerging in 
the form of a series of offensive 
blows of mounting intensity on 
fronts scattered throughout 
the 
world. 
From Alaska to Australia in the 
Pacific, China to India in the Ori­ 
ent and from the Atlantic coast 
to Africa and Europe, U. S. Army 
and Navy forces afloat, in the air 
and. to some extent, on land are 
taking a rising toll of the Japan­ 
ese. Germans and Italians. 
The ever-widening scope of this 
nation’s war effort was outlined 
dramatically 
in the two 
latest 
War and Navy department com­ 
muniques. which announced: 
That American submarines have 
joined in the developing battle for 
the 
Aleutians by sinking 
three 
Japanese nest!oyers 
and setting 
(ire to a fourth in the enemy-in­ 
vaded Kiska island area. Army 
airmen have been taking a heavy 
toll of 
Japanese warships 
and 
other vessels in the North Pacific. 
That U. S. armored force units 
have been in 
North Africa for 
weeks and have already been in 
action against the Nazis in a two- 
day battle in Libya in which they 
succeeded in knocking out sev­ 
eral German tanks.

W hile he denied any 
intention of doing aw ay with the army and 
navy, lie clearly regarded them as of sec­ 
ondary importance. 
Chiefs of state, like other people, are 
much tem pted by short cuts 
to desired 
ends. 
W hen Douhet asserted that his plan 
would win all wars, every country weigh­ 
ed it carefully. 
The Spanish Civil War 
in 1938 saw it tried in the bombing of Bar­ 
celona and Madrid. 
Great dam age was 
done, yet no collapse followed. 
Douhet’s 
theories then went into eclipse. 
In 1940 
and 1941 the Germans practised extensive 
aerial bombing, but supplemented it with 
elaborate forces on land and sea. 
Their 
success seem ed to 
make adoption of the 
Douhet system unnecessary. 
The British, having no large army for 
invasion, must m ake up the deficiency by 
doing w hat they can in the air. 
lf their 
widespread destruction of German cities 
stops the Nazi w ar machine, Douhet will 
go down in history as one of the great mili­ 
tary' prophets of all time.

How To Correct Backache by 
Using Various Exercises 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
ADULTS ARE likely to set s 
definite time for the beginning of 
their ill health at a period a year 
or two before it began, bat the 
careful clinician in studying many 
of them will see easily enough that

their poor health is the result of 
a long process beginning in child­ 
hood. This is particularly true of 
that group of patients in whom 
no definite organic disease can be 
demonstrated, but who are ob­ 
viously chronically ill on account 
of poor body mechanics. 
The White House Conference on 
Child Health thus defines body me­ 
chanics: “Body mechanics is the 
mechanical correlation of tho vari­ 
ous systems of the body with spe­ 
cial reference to the skeletal, mus­ 
cular and visceral systems and 
their neurological associations,” 
which means the effects of bad pos­ 
ture. movement and mechanics of 
the bones and muscles on the in­ 
terns! organs and nerves. 
Sources of Trouble 
A mechanical engineer studies 
a machine first to see how it is 
made and then to see how near to 
IOO per cent it is aligned to its 
function. Thus, if the machine is 
not properly aligned, the greater 
strain will mean potential trouble. 
The human machine is no excep­ 
tion to this and bad alignment or 
faulty mechanics is a potential 
source of trouble and should be 
recognized by the physician as 
such. 
Probably th* commonest pos­ 
tural defect w hich results in strain 
cornea from the way the backbone 
is held. This produces everything 
from headache in the back of the 
head, pain in the neck, pain in the 
chest, indigestion, low back pain, 
pain in the knees and feet, to a 
general feeling of debility. 
These defects should be recog­ 
nized in childhood and corrected, 
mostly by exercises which are 
taught in two positions, one in the 
recumbent and the other in the 
erect position. 
JExercise I: The patient lies flat 
on the back without a pillow under

the head. The knees are flexed 
with the feet flat on the table. In 
this position deep inhalations are 
taken to expand the chest and then 
diaphragmatic breathing is prac­ 
ticed. The lower part of the ver­ 
tebrae and hip bones are moved 
and raised so as to make the ab­ 
dominal muscles tired. Next, in 
the same position, the head alone 
is raised until the eyes arc looking 
directly at the knees instead of 
the ceiling. All of these are done 
fifteen or twenty times, morning 
and evening. 
Exorcist t: The child stands 
against the wall with the heels 
about four inches from the wall 
and the buttocks, shoulders and 
back of the head touching the walk 
In this position exercises are taken 
so that the entire back is flattened 
•gainst the wall. Next, in the same 
position, one leg is lifted twenty 
times, then the other leg is lifted 
twenty times. Walk forward two 
or three paces on the toes several 
times and return, walking back­ 
ward, to the wall. While doing 
this, attempt to maintain the 
original position of the backbone 
so that there is a hollow in the 
lower part of the spine and be-* 
tween the shoulders and the back 
of the head.

E. C.:—Can rickets be cured in 
a period of eight or nine months? 
Is an unusually large stomach on 
a 17-month-old child a symptom 
of rickets? Should there be a spe­ 
cial diet ?

Answer: Rickets usually yields 
to treatment in a very few months. 
The permanent deformities such 
as bowlegs or deformities of the 
bone persist indefinitely.

was a time when a g.rl or boy who 
worked on a farm for Summer va- | 
cation considered it a lark, but 
the war has changed that. 
This Summer many more hun­ 
dreds of school children — and 
women, too — will perform farm 
work with a serious purpose. 
Faced with a serious shortage 
of help in planting crops, harvest­ 
ing fruit and grain and the myriad 
other farm chores necessary to 
maintain the country’s food sup­ 
ply. farmers have sent out fervent 
calls for workers. 
With most of the male farm help 
working in war production plants 
or fighting for their country, the 
farmer must turn to school stu­ 
dents and women 
for the emer­ 
gency. By 3913, practically all 
farm labor will be done by women 
and students and the influx of this 
type of help will be most notice­ 
able this Summer. 


School Girls, Boys ^ 
State departments of education 
have sent registration 
cards 
to 
schools and the early response has 
been encouraging. 
Girl college 
students will form a part of the 
farm ’‘army’’ and boys under draft 
age will augment the back-to-the- 
soil movement.
